8, The radio mast was again soon in the northeastern extension of the runway. 

The mast* about 17 rasters high* had four bulges at each of which four guy 
wires were fitted. It was about 10 cm in diameter at the bottom and tapered 
toward each bulge , A box about 15 cm high with vertical ribs was fitted on 
the lower section of the mast. The thicker parts on the rdres wore apparently 
isfcretehiag rings (Spannringe)* definitely not insulators. Six wires fitted on
